WHO MAY JOIN? 


WHY S.C. ADVOCATES 
FOR WOMEN ON 
BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS? 

Believing women were under represented on public 
boards, the S.C. American Association of University 
Women (AAUW) in 1989 began a project to change the 
situation. Subsequent research showed that many signifi¬ 
cant boards and commissions whose decisions greatly 
impacted women and children had no women, or only 
one. 

AAUW believed that the operation of our state agen¬ 
cies and institutions would be improved if the abilities, 
experience and insights of women (over half of S.C.'s 
population) were better utilized. 

An AAUW Task Force directed the project until 1991 
when the groups supporting the project agreed there was 
sufficient interest and more potential for change if an 
independent organization was formed. Thus the S.C. Ad¬ 
vocates for Women on Boards and Commissions was 
born. 

WHAT IS OUR MISSION? 

Simply put, to increase the number of women ap¬ 
pointed/elected to judgeships, to public boards and com¬ 
missions at local and state levels, and as heads of state 
government departments. This must be done by: 

1) Promoting the appointment/election of women by 
the Governor, members of the General Assembly, and 
by local government officials. 

2) Raising the consciousness of women across the state 
to the opportunities to serve and how to seek appoint¬ 
ment or election. 

WHO DIRECTS THE 
S.C. ADVOCATES? 

A Board of Directors, composed of representatives 
from member organizations which choose to name one, 
plus elected individual members, directs the Advocates' 
activities. 


WHAT DO THE 
S.C. ADVOCATES DO? 

To fulfill our mission, we do the following: 

• research and monitor the appointments/elections of 
women, 

• target boards and commissions which need women 
most, and monitor potential vacancies, 

• recruit candidates for vacancies/expiring positions, 

• maintain contact with Governor and/or his staff, 

• write regularly to all state legislators regarding the need 
for women, and upcoming positions to be filled. 

• hold news conferences on our findings and send news 
releases and editorials to newspapers, 

• publish a periodic newsletter for our members, 

• make speeches to groups, and write articles for vari¬ 
ous newsletters, 

• publish and distribute informative brochures, 

• work with legislators to introduce/promote bills to help 
advance our mission, 

• seek out organizations which might share our mission 
and would recruit women candidates, 

• organize local networks of the Advocates, presently 
in: 

Anderson Tri-Co. (Charleston, 

Central Midlands Berkeley, Dorchester) 

Greenville York Co. 

The S.C. Advocates is a nonpartisan 
organization, and while it recruits 
candidates, it does not endorse them. 

IS THERE A SPEAKERS' BUREAU?
